CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 10.—There was fair 
weather today anda heavy vote was cast.

‘edly large number of vest-pocket“ ballots 


that were cast. Men went to the polls with 
a ballot already prepared and folded up, 
which they cast and went away again wiihont 
giving any indication of how they voted. 
This fact introduced an element of the great- 
est uncertainty, and puzzled the leaders of 
both parties to such a degree that neither side 
ventured upon any predictions. It was cer- 
tain that a vast amount of scratching was 
ee done, but which side would be most 

jured by it there was no means of judging. 
Tne Democrats, through 

THE DUCKWORTH CLUB, 

did a great amount of work in the way of 
getting out their voters. One hundred and 


fifty bugeiés, it is claimed, were used all day 


for this purpose. The returus show that the 
scratching of Townsend, the Republican 
candidate for Secretary of State, was some- 
thing appalling. As previously stated in 
these dispatches, it was tacitly understood 
that the vote upon Townsend should 
be the test vote on the liquor question. From 
the returns thus far received, it seems prob- 
Able that he has run behind his ticket in this 
city at least 15,000 votes. The numder may 
be considerably higher than that amount. 
He was scratched iu all parts of the city, 
and most unmercifully in the German sec- 


tion. 
THE FIRST IMPRESSION 


from the returns tonight was that the Re- 
publicans had elected the greater part of 
their county ticket and both of their Con- 
gressmen.

A BLOODY DAY AT THE SOLDIERS’ HOME.

Dayton, O., Oct. 10.—In a political quar- 
rel at the Soldiers’ Home this evening Au- 
gust Mencke stabbed Jonn Deanin the groin. 
Mencke was seized by several spectators and 
arrested. Both are inmates of the home. 
A saloonkeeper on the Germantown pike 
was stabbed in the left breast in another po- 
litieal row. and will probably die. There are 
other instances of violence in the city. This 
has been the bloodiest election-day in the his- 
tory of the gity, owing to the aggressiveness 
of the saloonkeepers, and efforts were made 
at the Soldiers’ Home to intimidate the Re- 
publican inmates, and several affrays were 
the result. At each poll the saloonkeepers 
had a crowd of roughs stationed who did not 
hesitate to use violence. They were fully 
armed, and were given to understand that if 
arrested bondsmen would be furnished. All 
efforts of the Governor of the home to main- 
tain order were unavailing. The Democrat- 
ic workers piled the inmates with whisky, 
and disorder ran riot at the polls.

To them he would say that if he were elected 


he would stand as he had ever stood 
in what public lite he had had, for 
honest primaries, fair conventions, and a 
pure and unbought ballot. Many members 
of the committee warmly applauded this 
Statement, and without a dissent the name 
of Howard Carroll was declared to be the 
Unanimous choice of the united Republican 
committee. Mr. Carrolls now 32 years of 
age, and has been engaged in the journalistic 
profession in Jersey City, in this city, and 
Washington, fur the past thirteen years. 
His father ei. listed in the Union army on the 
Oulbreak of the War, and by his bravery and 
dash rose to the rank of Colonel. He 
had not deen iy possession of 
his commission more than four months 
when he was killed, Col.Carroll’s family then 
lived in Albany, and in this connection it 
may be stated thata warm intimacy existed 
nthem and Gen. Arthur, now Presi- 
dent.

A FIREMAN’S DUTY. 


An Authoritative Declaration on the 
Subject by the Supreme Court of Wis- 
consin, 

Special Dispatch 2 The Chicago Tribune. 
Mapison, Wis., Oct. 10.—On the 3d or De- 

cember, 1880, at the destruction by fire of the 
Beckwith House at Oshkosh, Simon B. 
Paige, a wealthy citizen, occupied rooms 
with his wife in the fourth story. When the 
fire broke out Mrs. Paige was in those rooms 
and perished in the flames. During the fire 
Paige, who was in the street, offered $5,000 
reward to any person who would rescue his 
wife from the building, dead oralive. Charles 
lief. assistant engineer of tne fire depart- 
ment, at ghe great peril of his life, ascend- 
ed to the fourth story and brought down the 
dead body of Mrs. Paige. Her husband aft- 
erwards refused payment of the reward, 
claiming that the fireman only acted within 
the scope of his official duty, and could not 
contract with a private party for a reward, 
Rief brought suit for the reward. The Cir- 
cuit Court nonsuited the plaiutill, who ap- 
peaied. The Supreme Court reverses the 
judgment of nonsuit, and remands the cause 
for a new trial. The court holds in a lengthy 
decisiun that, inasmuch as the plaintiff could 
not rescue the body from the burning build- 
ing without imminent peril of losing his own 
lite, and inasmuch as it was not his 
duty as a paid officer and member of the fire 
department to do so—it being held that a 
firewan’s actual duty is only to use his best 
judgment and efforts in extinguishing fires 
and in saving persons and property from 
destruction and injury, but not to the immi- 
nent danger of losing bis own lite, for fire- 
men, unlike soldiers, do not contract to risk 
their lives lu the service—he is in a position 
to claim the reward alleged to have been 
offered by the defendant for such rescue.

THE DEMOCRATIC VICTORY IN OHIO. 

Ohio was carried by the Democrats yester- 
day by a majority roughly estimated at from 
12,000 to 15,000. Very little 3 
comparatively was shown as between Me 
State and Congressional tickets. The effort 
to make atest of the vote for Secretary of 
State, except in Hamilton County, proved to 
be asignal failure. The anti-Prohibitionists 
distributed their censure impartially over 
the whole Republican ticket. The coercive 
teetotalists also contributed their share to 
the disaster either by staying away from 
the polls or by voting a straight teetotal 
ticket. This action was especially no- 
ticeable in Cleveland and the West- 
ern Reserve. The Republican vote cast 
in this region was very light, while the 
Democrats were out in full force. The Ro- 
publicans were ground between the upper 
and the nether milistones. The saloonists 
were aggressive, vindictive, and turbulent. 
The teetotalists were indifferent or hostile. 

The most unfortunate result of the tidal 
wave in Ohio is the loss of probably seven 
Congressmen. Both the Cincinnati districts, 
the Toledo, Cleveland, Chillicothe, Piqua, 
and Marrietta districts are probably lost. At 
midnight the Republicans were not assured 
of more then six districts out of twenty-one 
in the State, and were placing their hopes 
more upon the natural disposition of corre- 
spondents to exaggerate the extent of the 
defeat than upon any actual figures at hand. 

The election will not be wi hout useful re 
sults if it shall teaeh Republicans every- 
where the folly of mixing their politics with 
their convictions a3 to what they shall 
eat, what they shall drink, or where- 
withal they shall be clothed. It was not 
the duty of the Ohio Kepublicans to 
meddle with the Sunday liquor question at 
all. They had their hands quite full with 
the proposition to regulate the saloon busi- 
ness by a high-license law. Their flirta- 
tion with St. Smith (not the editor 
of the Gazette) has been ruinious both 
to them and to him. The saloonkeepers 
chose to accept the program of high-license 
and Sunday regulation as a declaration of 
war upon them. And certainly from the 
way in which it was put and the arguments 
with which it was urged it was capable of 
that interpretation. The crushing defeat of 
the Republicans of Ohio on the platform 
they chose to stand upon may serve as a 
warning and example to all others who are 
meditating a similar leap in the dark. 

THE DEMOCRATIC LEADER OF 1882. 

There is not in the present long hst of 
politicisns who are clamoring for place ana 
power in this country any one so offensively 
notorious as is the present Democratic candi- 
date for Governor of Massachusetts, Ben But- 
ler. For years prior to 1860 he was a Demo- 
cratic spouter in Massachusetts, but even 
then was not trusted by his own party. In 
1860 he was appointed a delegate to the 
Charieston Democratic Convention, and on 
reaching that city abandoned the candidate 
of the North and voted exclusively for Jeff 
Davis. When that convention adjourned to 
meet a month later at Baltimore, he seceded 
from the convention and went over to the 
Breckinridge and disunion convention. 

When the War broke out he became a wild 
Republican, and in time a General, and after 
masquerading as a commander for several 
years was finally “bottled up” by Grant. 
From the army he was transiated into Con- 
gress, and there he blossomed in all the fruit- 
fulness of total depravity. 

During the last Congress Mr. Robeson was 
the target of all the Democratic charges, 
moral and political: he was held up as the 
example of all that was scandalous and dis- 
honest in politics and in official life. Noth- 
ing was too bad to lay at his door, and noth- 
ing too extravagant to be added to his re- 
sponsibility. The fact was, that Mr. Robe- 
son appeared infamous in Democratic eyes 
because of the absence of Ben Butler. Had 
Butier been present Robeson would have 
taken position among the white-robed angels. 
He became black ouly in the absence of the 
man of darker hue, , 

If there was any man in the United States 
more responsible than another for the abuses 
and scandals which made Grant’s Adminis 
trations so offensive to the couutry it was 
Ben Butler. If there was one man in the 
land more relentless than another in cruelty, 
barbarity, constitutional violation, and op- 
pressive treatment of the South during the 
period of reconstruction it was Ben Butler. 
There was no act of oppression, personal, so- 
cial, or political, towards those States that he 
did not propose and that he did not insist 
upon enforcing. It required the utmost ef- 
forts of Republican leaders to restrain his ef- 
forts to treat the whole Southern people with 
a ferocity that was hardly short of diabolism. 

In 1873, having an abundant courage for 
all things of evil, hg invented the famous act 
of Congress by which each member was 
voted from the Treasury a donation of $5,000. 
That act and the other scandalous and dis- 
graceful legislation enacted under Butler’s 
lead resuited in a political revolution. It 
transferred the control of the House of Rep- 
resentatives to the Democratic party by a 
two-thirds majority, and led to the election 
soon after of a Democratic majority 
in the Senate.

A LAW TO MAKE DRUNKARDS. 

At the dictation of the Saloonkgepers’ As- 
sociation the City Council has passed an 
ordinance imposing a heayy tine upon any 
minor who buys a drink in a saloon or en- 
gages ina game of chance in a place where 
liquor is sold, or procures liquor under a 
misrepreséntation of age; also upon any 
drunken man or habitual drunkard who 
purchases or offers to purchase liquor for 


his or her own use. The object of the sa- 


loonkeepers in procuring the passage of this 
ordinance is to defeat the enforcement 
against themselves of the penalties provided 
by the State law for selling liquor to minors, 
intoxicated persons, and habitual drunkards. 
Most of the Aldermen who voted for the or- 
dinance did so in order to satisfy the saloon- 
keepers, and thus make sure of their support 
and good will at election-time; some of them 
because they have personal interest in sa- 
loons and want the privilege of selling whisky 
to minors and drunkards as well as other 
people; and a very few of them, perhaps. be- 
cause they were cajoled into the belief that 
the new ordinance is really, as it is ostensi- 
bly, designed to promote the cause of tem- 
perance. | 

It is easy to understand what the practical 
effect of the new ordinance will be if it shall 
become a law. It will drive off all the wit- 
nesses upon whose testimony saloonkeepers 
could be convicted and fined for selling liq- 
uor to minors and habitual drunkards. The 
evidence in such cases is now furnished at 
the instance of the parents of the minors and 
friends of drunkards who have procured 
liquor in the saloons in violation of the law. 
Of course it will not be forthcoming when 
these parents and friends understand that 
they will be compelled to pay the fines of the 
minors and habitual drunkards for the 
privilege of convicting the offending saloon- 
keepers. Instead of making an effort to se- 
cure the punishment of saloonkeepers who 
sell liquor to minor children, parents will 
then make an effort to prevent an exposure, 
and thus condone the offense and help the 
saloonkeepers to make drunkards of their 
children. The law fining the saloonkeepers 
will become a dead letter. The Citizens’ 
League and its agents will try in vain to pro- 
cure evidence necessary for conviction in 
any case that may come within their know!l- 
edge. The saloonkeepers know this per- 
fectly well, and so do their Aldermanic 
friends. The ordinance ought to be entitled 
A law to make drunkards,” 

Fortunately this new ordinance cannot be- 
come a law without the Mayor's signature, 
and unless Mr. Harrison is as completely 
subject to saloon dictation as are most of the 
Aldermen who voted for it he will not give 
it his approval. Ihe law prohibiting the sale 
of liquor to minors, and assessing age upon 
saloonkeepers who violate it, is one of the 
most beneficial, humane, ahd reasonable et- 
forts ever made to prevent drunkenness by 
legislation and police interference. It has 
the support and approval of every man and 
every woman who has children and does not 
keep a saloon, It is approved even by the 
more respectable saloonkeepers, who find no 
difficulty in protecting themselves against 
im position under the law. But it might just 
as well be repealed if thie new ordinance 
shall go into effect, which imposes a fine of 
from $25 to $100 upon the only witnesses whg 
can convict saloonkeepers for violating it. 
Thereafter saloonkeepers may train children 


to drunkenness without constraint.

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KING'S HORSES AND KING'S MEN. 

Mr. Vanderbilt’s stables, as described by a 
New York reporter who hag just been shown 
through them, are palaces. Brown-stone 
marble, pressed brick, costly woods, and plate 
Klass make them resplendent, Even Henry, 
Bergh or John G. Shortail could not with all 
their tender thoughtfulness for the noblest, 
of our animals find a flaw here for carping 
criticism. When earriages come back to the 
stable, they roll over broad lengths of carpet, 
so that no clatter shall disturb the nerves of 
Aldine aud Early Rose. Fleet-limbed Maud 
S8. stands in a box stall of polished ash 
and cherry, trimmed with black walnut. 
Light from brilliant gas-jets streams 
through porcelain globes, each illustrated 
with a delicate monogram. Long mirrors 
reflect lines of stately coaches, glisten- 
ing stable implements of polished brass- 
nickel-plated bits, hanging against a back- 
ground of black velvet, and harnesses heavy 
with silver. No smell of the stable is al- 
lowed to offend the nostrils of Leander, Bay 
Diek, Lysander, Small Hopes, and the other 
distinguished inhabitants of the stable. Ali 
through the dark night a light, shaded by a 
green curtain, is kept burning, and a hostler 
Sleeps near by to keep guard over the pre- 
cious lives committed to hig care. A mercl- 
ful man is merciful to his beast, and Mr. 
Vanderbilt is more than a merciful man to 
the beautiful creatures which Providence 
has made his wards. He surrounds 
them with a magnificence and luxury 
that are not at the command of many of the 
rich men of this world, and are often denied 
to the travelers on Mr. Vanderbilt's numer- 
ous railroads,* 

Mr. Vanderbilt is a great railroad king. 
He is President of the roads which 
Hamburg, Ashtabula, Spuyten Duyvil, 
and more lately the New York tunnel 
horror, have made famous for the rapid tran- 
sit of their patrons into eternity. A great 
many of Mr, Vanderbilt's passengers have 
been killed on his roads, but none of his pet 
horses have suffered death at his hands, No 
Vanderbilt horse is allowed to ride on a Van- 
derbilt road, He is too humane a man to 
subject helpless dumb animals to the risk of 
a system which sacrificed a score of lives to 
save the expense of an extra watchman at 
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the unguarded end of the sharp curve at 
Spuyten Duyvil cut. When the Harlem 
Railroad abandonea its depot on Fourth ave- 
nue and the thin walls had to be put to some 
other use to coin money its President 
did not stable his horses there. He made it 
into Madison Square Garden for the public. 
When the walls fell, as it was known they 
would, they erushed the life out of gay 
couples dancing, children looking delighted- 
ly at the Punch-and-Jady show, and not upon 
priceless roadsters. The New York tunnel 
lately saw a sight that Mr. Vanderbilt never 
permits in his nojseless, sweet-smelling, 
thick-carpeted, and pbrilliantly-lighted sta- 
bles. Hundreds of helpless people writhing 
in the wreck of two trains, in a terrible tun- 
nel unlighted by candle, oil, gas, or electrici- 
ty, the air heavy with steam and smoke, the 
smell of human blood, the groans of the 
dying, and the cries of those who did not 
knqy at what moment a third train might 
plow its way into the débris. The 
lives of hundreds of people had been in- 
trusted to a conductor without brakemen, 
and to a telearaph-optrator 18 years of age, 
who was doing two men’s work with a tel- 
egraphic apparatus that was out of order, 
One of the wrecked trains, on which a 
water-boy had to act as brakeman, carried 
194 passengers, There are twelve horses in 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s siables, and these twelve 
horses have six attendants, with average 
salaries of $60 to $60 a month. The tel- 
egraph-boy who had to keep 200 trains a day 
from crashing into each other was paid $16 a 
month. Mi. Vanderbilt is not a member of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, but he believes in taking good care 
of his horses. Llorses cost mouey. Maud 8. 
was sold to him for $21,000. Commuters 
must take care of themselves. Who ever 
heard of a Society for thé Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Commuters ? 

In Ohio the railrgads have passed a law 
limiting their liability A damages for any pas- 
senger they kill to $5,000. At this price, they 
are rated higher thay anti-monopolists. Mr. 
Vanderbilt told the Chicago reporters day 
before yesterday that he had found anti- 
monopolists could always be bought easily, 
and that the leaders were purchasable at a 
much lower figure than he had to pay for 
other politicians. Mr. Vanderbilt has to pay 
for commuters and anti-monopolists as well 
as fast horses. His horses cost him most, 
and so he treats them best. The King’s 
horses fare well; the King’s men must take 
their chances. When Tur TRIBUNE reporter 
questioned him about the recent horror in 
the tunnel, he said: “I haven't given the 
matter any attention, and I dont see why 1 
should. The matter is one 1 don’t care to 
talk about.“ When pressed to say some- 
thing more definit about the catastrophe in 
which human lives under his charge were 
lost, he shrugged his shoulders and repeat- 
ed: “ Now what's the use of talking about 
that accident any more?” To be sure, what 
is the use? 


THE IRRESPONSIBLE BOARD SYSTEM. 

A movement has been,get on foot in the 
City Council to revive the old disjointed and 
irresponsible system of official boards for the 
government of the various branches of mu- 
nicipal affairs. ‘The first step has been taken 
by the introduction of an ordinance which 
provides for the appointment of three Com- 
missioners of Public Works, and stipulates 
that one shall be selected from each division 
cf the city, and have exclusive control over 
the streets and alleys in the division which 
he represents. This means that there shall 
be three Departments of Publie Works, three 
sets of officials, three fountains of patron- 
age, three diverse interests, and, in effect, 
three different cities, s far as the work of 
public Improvements is involved. The es- 
tablishment of such a system as this 
would lead to a triangular fight for 
places, for spoils; for awards, and 
for contracts, in which the Aldermen 
from the South, the North, and the West 
Divisions of the city, would be enabled to 
take part. All the influences in the West 
Division would be exerted in behalf of that 
section of the city, as against the two other 
divisions, and the same would be true of the 
North and South Divisions. Log-rolling, 
trading, and combinations would be the basis 
for determining what work should be done, 
who should do it, and who should supervise 
it. The three Commissioners would be beset 
with seetional importunities, to which the 
very nature of their appointment would 
make them subservient. ‘There would be 
no agreement except through bargains be- 
tween the sectional representatives, and 
the common interests of the city would be 
neglected. There would be, constant tur- 
moil and shifting of responsibility, and the 
Public-Works Department would be con- 
ducted entirely upon political instead of busi- 
ness prineiples. Thereason assigned in the 
preainble of the ordinance for the proposed 
change is the complaint as to the bad condi- 
tion of the streets. It is safe tosay that there 
would be more reason for complaint with 
three Commissioners than with one. All 
the neglect and abuses of official inspection 
would be increased threefold. The insuffi- 
cient fund for public works and for repair- 
ing and cleaning the streets would be re- 
duced still further by the increased salaries 
paid for new Commissioners and their as- 
sistants and retainers. Discussions in the 
board would lead to delays much more 
numerous and serious than those which now 
embarrass work on the public improvements. 
As it is now, there is one head to the depart- 
ment iustead of three, and the expenses are 
reduced in the same proportion. The real 
reason for the Aldermanic effort to change 
the system may probably be found in the 
fact that the present Commissioner—Mr. 
Cregier—will not give the Aldermen from 
the various divisions of the city the right to 
dictate which they want, but proceeds with 
the work in hand as best he can upon the re- 
sources at hiscommand. Itis not unlikely 
that the Aldermen may pass the proposed 
ordinance for a three- headed Board of Pub- 
lic Works, but it would not be consistent in 
Mayor Harrison, with his theory of -“‘one- 


man power.“ to approve of the scheme, 
—— ———— 
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BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 

There was no return last week of the mon- 
etary stringency of the week before, and the 
country has consequently had a respit from 
the unwelcome interferences of the United 
States Treasury with the loan market. Mer- 
cantile credit appears from the lack of any 
significant failures to be in a sound condi- 
tion, but trade reports are not all of a buoy- 
aut character. Some signs of hesitation have 
been noticed in some of the leading branches 
of business. Neither the clearings nor the 
foreign commerce statistics indicate quite 
the freshness and vigor of two years ago, 
when all the wrecks of the old panic had 
been swept away and none of the keels of a 
new one had been laid. The clearings for 
the week just passed were 5 per ceut less 
than those of the corresponding week of last 
year. The latest statement of the Bu- 
reau of Statistics shows, instead of the ex- 
pected surplus of exports, 4 balance against 
us ot about $3,000,000, But it is comforting 
to reflect that this is a diminuendo niove- 
ment, as in May the adverse balance was 
$19,000,000, The doubtful point about our 
foreign trade is in the marketing of our 
crops. Our merchants haye sent heavy or- 
ders abroad for luxuries and necessities in 
anticipation of a prosperous trade, as the 
natural result of our bounteous crops. If 
our exports should be aut daun bv the un- 
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willingness of farmers to market their 
produce at ruling prices, the balance of our 
foreign trade would suddenly increase ip the 
wrong direction, as far as permitting imports 
of spedie was concerned. So far the exports 
of breadstuffs have increased in a most 
encouraging way. For the last eight 
weeks they have amounted to 33,990,563 bush- 
els of wheat against 20,539,799 in the corre- 
sponding two months of last year. Cotton 
exports are beginning to catch up with the 
movement of last year. But, taking the 
whole merchandise export movement since 
Jan, 1 at the leading ports, we find that while 


breadstuffs have increased about $38,250,000, 


provisions have decreased $4,000,000, and the 
decrease in eottou makes 4 total decrease in 
merchandise exports of abdut $5,000,000. Im- 
ports are heavy. For August they were $65,- 
697,595, and for the eight months of this year 
the imports have gained at the rate of $100,- 
000,000 a year over those of 1881. Twice before 
in the history of the West has been seen what 
is now apparently the cardinal point in our 
business condition. Short crops brought high 
prices. These have been followed by full crops, 
for which the farmers wanted to obtain the 
scarcity prices of the precetiing season. Thus 
the movement of the crops to market inev- 
itably halts, trade is affected, collections be- 
come slow, imports continue while exports 
decrease, and there is something like a panic 
in commercial activity, until a new edul- 
librium of prices sets the wheels of trade and 
commerce moving again. Hence it is that 
the immedtate future, financial as well as 
commercial and industrial, depends more 
upon the exports of our grain and provis- 
ions than upon any other single fact. Dur- 
ing the past eight months the country has ex- 
ported $41,437,318 in gold and silver in part 
payment of an excess of $58, 890, 497 of mer- 
chandise unports. If the imports this fall 
and winter should increase and exports 


should not keep up with them, Europe will 


take another large handful out of our specie 
reserves. 
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AN exchange says: 

A Kentucky stock-raiser bas lately been in 
Denver engaging Chinamen for bis farms. His 

lantations are extensive, and be bas employed 

undreds of negroes to do bis work, but he 
claims that they are lazy and do not earn the 
mouey they are paid. Besides, they are not dis- 
posed to leurn, and to infuse any new ideas into 
their minds concerning agricuiture or stock- 
raising he conceives to be impossible. He thinks 
the Ohinamen will learn qtickly, and, as they 
are steady, industrious workers, there will be 
no basking in the sun or sleeping behind a fence. 
Other pianters will foilow suit if the experiment 
succeeds, 

But we don’t believe.it will, In California 
all attempts to employ Chinese as farm 
hands have met with indifferent success, 
They do fairly well as gardeners but not as 
farmers. They know nothing about han- 
Ulmg horses, and are diflicult to teach how to 
plow, or drive teams, or do farm work. All 
the experiments made with Chinese as sub- 
giitutes for blacks on the sugar and cotton 
plantations of Loulsiana and Mississippi 
failed. The negroes were found on competi- 
tive trial to be the better farm-laborers. It 
will be the same in Kentucky. John,“ since 
the passage of the law excluding the immigra- 
tion of Chinese, has acorner on the supply 
of Chinese cheap labor,” and now demands 
white men’s wages for his work.

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Tue New York Republican State Commit 
tee have placed Mr. Howard Carroll upon 
their ticket as Representative in Congress 
from the State at large, in place of Hepburn, 
resigned. It is greatly to be regretted that 
the committee did not see fit to place Mr. 
Conkling on the ticket, or that Mr. Conkiing 
did not himself demand it, He may never 
again have such an opportunity of ascertain- 
ing the sentiments of all the people of his 
State and how they regard him. if he wanted 
an indorsement there was his chance of get- 
ting it. Many other people outside of New 
York would like to have discovered the full 
measure of admiration for him which the 
people of his State are supposed to have. 
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A very carefully-prepared letter addressed 
to the London Times gives au excellent idea of 
the French vintage for this year. The winter 
1881-’2 was ali that could be desired, neither too 
hot nor too cold. February was fairly dry, and 
Maron and April propitious. In June, however, 
it rained every day. Since thou there bave been 
spelis of wet and dry weather, with a cold and 
damp September. The usual condition of the 
vintage wenthor is one of heat, which matures 
the grape. Last year the vintage in the Medoc 
bewan on the 12th of September. From recent 
accounts it was just commescing, and in the 
majority of cases would take place on the first 
days of this month. France seems to be suffer- 
ing from a seven years’ plaghe in regard to ber 
vines. The years 1874-'5 were years of plenty, 
and produced much more wine than in the four 
years of 1878-81. The wine production of the 
whole world being estimated at 300,000,000 gal- 
lons, more than one-third ot it used to be de- 
rived from France. It seems as if, as far as 
vineyards go, differing from other landholdings 
in France, the number of proprictors is dimin- 
ishing. In 1828 there were 2,166,504 proprie- 
tors, and in 1878 only 1,982,573. In the Charentes, 
the great cogoac-producing district, the vine- 
growers have in many instances abandoned the 
cultivation of the grape and are devoting their 
time to the production of cereals. Looking at 
the exportation of French wioes, Bugiand takes 
the largest quantity and the United States the 
least. In 1878 61,500.000 galions were exported; 
in 1879, 67,000,000; in 1880, 54,750,000; ana in 1881 
something more than 57,500,000 gallons. Now, 
when the imports of wines into France are con- 
sidered, it is found that in 1878 35,500,000 gallons 
were received; in 1879, 64,603,000; in 1880, 188. 
852,000; and last year not less than 172,300,848, Of 
this large quantity ot foreign wine three-fourths 
came from Spain, one-fifth from Italy. but what 
precise quantity of California wine was used is 
not stated. As to the question what is done with 
this vast importauon of wine, this can only be 
answered in one way. It i¢ certainly not all con- 
sumed in France. This wine is mixed, doctored, 
done something with, and returned in some 
cuses in a pew form to the place where it ori«- 
inally came from. From all appearances, 
though the quantity of real French wine will be 
smali this year, it will be at good quality. Ip the 
Medoc the wine of this year it is reported will 
be excellent, but in Burgandy and Champagne 
the wine will not be quite gu fine. In champagnes 
and sparkling wines frum 1,500,000 gallons sent 
to us in 1861-2 our thirst has so much increased 
that we drank fn 1881-2 4,000,000 gallons. =< 
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Fike did most disastrous work during the 
mooth of September last. The New York Com- 
mercial Bulletin, omitting all fires in its record 
where the reported loss was jess than §10,000, 


} finds that mention nas been made of 123 fires, 


the losses by which aggregate $6,205,000. It is 
safe to assume that the smaller tires and those 
which have not been recorded will add at least 
$1,300,000 to the above, and su make a grund to- 
tal of $7,500,000 as the cost ot the Nation's Sep- 
tember ash-heap. During the five years, 1877- 
1881. the average loss by fire in September in the 
United States and Oanada has been $5,950,000, 
the figures of each year being as follows, accord- 
ing to the Chronicle's tables: September, 188i, 
$6,433,500; September. 1880, $6,944,000; septem- 
ber, 1879, $6,614,100; September, 1878, $4,556,800; 
September, 1877, $6,199,400. It will be seen, 
therefore, that the fire-waste of last month was 
$1,500,000 above the average, or in the ratio of 
2% per cent increase, taking the five years to- 
gether.

The year and January fell of 
12%@l5c, and closed 24@7%c low Lard for 
November feil off 17%c, and closed 15% lower 
than on Monday afternoon, while the long fut- 
ures declined some but closed at an improve- 
ment of 740, There was little change in meats. 
The afternoon feeling was weak on pork and 
lard. 

Flour was in better demand, there being ex- 
port orders on the market, some of which were 
not filled, owing to light stocks of the grades 
wanted. The market was quoted firm, Other 
milistuffs were in better demand and tending 
upwards. 

W beat was slow and firmer. The market ad- 
vanced about 1c, but vlosed only 4@%e biber 
tian on Monday afternvon. Liverpool reported 
red winter 24 per centa) nicher, and Lon- 
don was is per quarter higher on Cal- 
ifornian, While New York was stropoer in 
sympathy. But there was no special demand 
here; in fact, the trading was reduced by the 
excitement in corn, though prices went up 
sluggishly after those of theNeuding cereal. 
There was a fair demand for No.2 spring in 
car-lota, probabiy to fill contracts (closing at 
44¢c), while red was not much wanted (closing 
at Wc), The lower grades were steady, being in 
somewhat larger supply.

Corn was booming, vhietly on deliveries witbin 
the present year, which advanced Ihe.

the latest prices of Monday. The British tele- 
grams noted a strong tone in England, where 
they are now depending much less on Danubian 
corn and more on Americano than they did two 
weeks ago. Our receipts were again smaller, 
sinking to the beggarly account "of 71 car loads, 
with 16,000 bu by canal, and the weather tbreat- 
ened to delay the movement of new.corn. It 
was eaid that a week of such weather as we 
bad yesterday would prevent asingle bushel 
of new corn from grading No. 2 on this side of 
New ears Day, and would naturally make first 
holders evén less willing than now to ship the 
smali quantities of old remaining on hand. This 
caused a genuine scare On the part of the shorts 
oo the near futures, as they bad previously been 
on the ragged cage of fear that a November 
syndicate bad arranged to give them an old- 
fasbioned squeeze. Country buying orders camo 
in very treely, and the local shorts rushed in 
to help. The result was more activity up 
to about II o'clock than had been witnessed in 
that market previousiy since the craze which 
culminated last October.

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The towa Supreme Court Declares Op- 
'* Mona-Trading to Be Gamblinc. 
Speciai Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 
Des Molxks. Oct. &.—The option business 
of Chicago grain-dealers does not fina much 
favor with the courts. The Supreme Court 
of this State recently sat down on it hard. 
It appears from the record that one J. C. 
Pike was engaged in buying and shipping 
grain at Viuton, in Benton County. His 
consignees or agents in Cnicago were Lowe 
Brothers & Co., who operated on the Board 
of Trade. Pike also speculated in options 
through this firm. One W. II. Young fur- 
nished Pike funds with which to purchase 


corn, and therewith he bought nearly 
9 13,000 bushels, whieh, with other corn, 
was stored in warehouses owned or 


operated by him at Vinton. In his option 
deals in Chicago he got on the wrong side 
of the market, and Lowe Brothers & Co. ad- 
vanced qphsiderable money to keep up his 
marginss ‘To secure them for the money 80 
advanced, and for further losses which might 
be sustained in options, he gave them four 
warehouse receipts covering grain in his 
warehouse. The indebtedness fur which 
they were given was made on what rport- 
ed to be sales and purchases on the d of 
Trade in Chicago. The property was bought 
or sold for future delivery. None of the 
proverty purporting to be sold was ever of- 
fered or tendered. Mr. Young, doing busi- 
ness ou the principle that buying and selling 
should be represented by taugiole property. 
took possession of the corn purech 
with his money, whereupon Lowe Brus. & 
Oo, brought an action in Benton County 
District Court against Young for conver- 
sion, and set up title in the corn by virtue of 
the warehouse receipts given by Pike. There 
wus a Jury trial and general verdict for de- 
fendant, Young, and a special find that 
the transactions of Lowe Bros. & Co. on the 
Board of Trade of Chicago were gainbling 
transactions. Motion for new trial by the 
plaintiffs was overrul and plaintiffs ap- 
pealed on the ground of erroneous instruc- 
tion of the court below. 

The Supreme Court did not upon this 
allegation of error, declaring it was imma- 
terial whether a lien was created or not, but
